Had on- 
ly an English era French nijent eor.ie 
to us during our struggle, what might 
hu nol have done. He too. would have 
tcnn and estimated our ability to ms- 
lain ourselvec—he would have obierv- 
ud ihe huinnnily, the love oforder, ilie 
reverence for liberty, which character- 
ized the Hungarian nation.
